15. (currently amended): A method for reducing or eliminating pigmentation of the 
skin, comprising a step of applying an effective amount of a whitening cosmetic composition to 
the skin after UV exposure ; 

wherein the whitening cosmetic composition comprises a tocoph e rol alkylglycin e e st e r 
and/or a salt ther e of, said e st e r b e ing a compound repres e nted by a formula (1) d e scrib e d b e low: 




wh e r e in R+ -and-Ra ind e p e nd e ntly r e present a straight chain or branched alkyl group 
having 1 to 6 carbons or a hydrogen atom; and R^ r&traad-Rs independently represent a hydrogen 
atom or a methyl group; with th e proviso that R^-and-R^ do not r e present a hydrog e n atom at th e 
gnm g tim fl nnH thnt R 3r R 1r fffi4-R- 5 do not r e pr e s e nt m e thyl at the sam e tim e a component selected 
from the group consisting of d A -q-tocopherol dimethyl glycine ester hydrochloride, d-a- 
tocopherol dimethvlglvcine ester hydrochloride. d-Y-tocopherol dimethvlglvcine ester 
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hydrochloride, and d-5-tocopherol dimethvlelv c ine ester hydrochloride in an amount of 0.3-10% 
bv mass . 

16. (previously presented): A method of using a tocopherol alkylglycine ester and/or 
a salt thereof, comprising applying a composition containing a tocopherol alkylglycine ester 
and/or a salt thereof for reducing or eliminating pigmentation of the skin. 

17. (previously presented): A method of using a tocopherol alkylglycine ester and/or 
a salt thereof comprising preparing a pharmaceutical agent with a tocopherol alkylglycine ester 
and/or a salt thereof for use in reducing or eliminating pigmentation of the skin. 

1 8. (previously presented): The method according to Claim 15, wherein the 
tocopherol alkylglycine ester is at least one compound selected from a y-tocopherol alkylglycine 
ester and a 8-tocopherol alkylglycine ester. 

19. (currently amended): The method according to Claim 15, wherein the tocopherol 
alkylglycine ester is at least on e compound ooloctcd from a y-tocopherol alkylglycine ester-rod-a 
8 tocoph e rol alkylglycine eoter . 

20. (previously presented): The method according to Claim 19, characterized in that 
the y-tocopherol alkylglycine ester is a d-y-tocopherol alkylglycine ester. 
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21 . (previously presented): The method according to Claim 15, characterized in that 
the tocopherol alkylglycine ester is a 8-tocopherol alkylglycine ester. 

22. (previously presented): The method according to Claim 21 , characterized in that 
the 5-tocopherol alkylglycine ester is a d-5-tocopherol alkylglycine ester, 

23. (previously presented): The method according to Claim 15, characterized in that 
the tocopherol alkylglycine ester is tocopherol dimethylglycine ester. 

24. (previously presented): The method according to Claim 15, characterized in that 
the salt of a tocopherol alkylglycine ester is a salt of an organic acid or an inorganic acid. 

25. (previously presented): The method according to Claim 24, wherein the salt of a 
tocopherol alkylglycine ester is hydrochloride. 

26. (currently amended): The method according to Claim 15, wherein an added 
amount of the tocopherol alkylglycine ester and/or the salt thereof ranges from-&4-2.0 to 10% by 
mass. 
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
